The United States gunboat Nashville and 
the torpedo boat destroyer Lawrence, rep- 
resentatives of .the ,United States navy, 
sent to St. Louis to do honor to the World's 
Fair, arrived in the St. Louis harbor at 
9:30 o’clock Friday morning. 

The Nashville is anchored in midstream 
opposite the foot of Pine street. The Law- 
rence’ is half a mile astern, also in mid- 
stream. 

bach ship was forced to let go two 
anchors to hold it against the terrific cur- 
rent of the Mississippi, which curls at their 
bows as though they were plowing through 
it at high speed.

This current is so strong that, so far, it 
has been impossible for any_save one party, 
a delegation of World's Fair officials, to go 
aboard This party, composed of John D. 
Davis, F. D. Hirschberg and Thomas Mce-

rescniing the Business Men’s League and 
the Mercantile Club, went out on the tug 
Henry C. Haarstick, but were unable to go 
aboard the ship on account of the current. 
A committee from the Missouri Athletic 
Club, on board Russell Gardner's yacht, the 
Annie Russell, were similarly disappointed. 

The committee got close enough, however, 
to shout greetings of welcome to the risi- 
tors, and to extend to the officers the hos- 
pitality of the clubs and ask them to name 
dates for dinners.

At 9:47, the Nashville let gu her star- 
board anchor in fifteen fathoms of water. 
A few moments later she let go her port 
anchor, which is now up and -down. 

The Lawrence steamed ahead almost to 
Eads Bridge and cast anchor; but present- 
ly obeyed a signal from the flagship and 
steamed down stream half a mile, drop- 
ping her forward anchor in ten fathoms 
of water.

The Nashville sailors, resplendent in blue 
suits and flat caps, crowded the rails as 
s00n as anchor had been cast, and gave 
cheer for cheer with the excursion steamer 
crowds. 

The Lawrence sailors were not so lucky.

The Nashville men had none of this to 
do. It had been completed well in advance 
of the arrival, and the union jack, float- 
Ing at the bow, showed that the ship was 
dressed and ready for inspection.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 2.—In the 
most categorical terms, Russia has official- 
ly notified the world that she will not ac- 
cept mediation to terminate the war with 
Japan. The official notification, which ac- 
cords with the authoritative announcement 
made by the Associated Press, April 3, 
is contained in a circular issued by the min- 
istry of foreign affaires to the Russian 
representatives with foreign powers, which 
is gazetted in the Official Messenger to- 
day. The circular denies the report that 
formal proposals have been made to the 
imperial government by any foreign power 
to use its good offices to restore peace, 
a denial which does not refer to the per- 
sonal intimation addressed directly to the 
Emperor by King Edward and King Chris- 
tian of Denmark, an account of which was 
given by the Associated Press. The text 
of the circular is as follows: 

“The foreign press has recently been per- 
sistently circulating rumors conoerning in- 
tentions on the part of some of the Eu- 
ropean governments to undertake a friend- 
ly intervention with a view to a speedy ter- 
mination of the confilct between Russia 
and Japan. 

“Telegrams have been received announc- 
ing that proposals of such a nature have 
already been made to the imperial govern- 
ment. You are empowered to deny this 
statement most categorically. Russia did 
not wish war and everything within the 
limits of possibility was done by her to 
solve the complications which had arisen 
in the Far East tn a peaceful manner; 
but, after the treacherous surprise on the 
part of the Japanese which forced Ruasia 
to take up arms, obviously no friendly 
mediation can have any sucecss 

“Similarly, the imperial government wil! 
not admit the intervention of any power 
whatsoever in the direct negotiations which 
wil) occur between Russia and Japan after 
the termination of hostile operations in or- 
der to determine the conditions of peace,’’ 


ST. PETERSBURG HAS NO 
INFORMATION OF RUMORED 


REPULSE OF RUSSIANS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 29\—The war 
office has no news that tends to confirm 
or deny the report sent out from Shanghal 
that the Russlans have suffered a repulse 
on the Yalu after two days’ fighting. - It is 
believed that it is untrue though it may 
be based on minor fighting. That the Rus- 
sian army is slowly falling back is quite

JAPANESE MAKING GAINS © 
IN YALU RIVER TERRITORY.

CHEFOO, April 29.—News has reached 
here that the Japanese seem determined 
on a vigorous offensive movement against 
the Russian forces holding the Manchurian 
bank of the Yalu River. 

The Japanese operations which have 
ben made in common by the. naval and 
land forces, have resulted in ‘the seizure of 
the island of Samalindo, in the river ahd 


the establishment. of seévéral 
bridges across the river. — 

This was followed by the Japanese cross- 
ing in considerable strength. Some say 
the crossing was successful and that the 
Russian opposition was very slight: others 
that the invaders were beaten back. In 
support of the first statement is the fact 
that the ee have océupléd Kulien- 
cheng, on the Manchurian bank of the 
river, above Antung. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
Japanese began to cross last Monday, when 
pontoons were towed acrogs the river by 
torpedo boats and placed in position under 
the boats’ fire. It could have been no 
easy matter. The river is three milés wide 
and its,passage was impeded by blocks of 
ice and frozen snow. However, the Rus- 
sian res'stance, emp determined, was 
DNet“*Thelr artillery did little damage and 
‘destroyed only one torpedo boat. 

Four or five thousand Japanesés infantry 
crossed the river with very trifling loss. 


‘tOn the same day, a naval demonstration 


was made at the mouth of the Yalu. 
The Japanese Admiral Hosoya, command- 
ing the third squadron, ascended the estu- 
ary of the river with some gunboats. They 
came under the fire of a Russian fleld bat- 
tery posted nearly opposite Yongampo, to 
which the gunboats responded. The next 
day, Tuesday, a body of Cossacks ‘about 
one hundred strong attacked a launch that 
had ventured too near shore, but were re- 
pulsed and fled into the mountains.

Lady Dudley Appeals to the Post-Dis- 


patch Readers for Aid in 
Relieving Distress. 
ro the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

May I be permitted, through the medium 
of your paper, to appeal to the Irish peo- 
ple in America for a share of their char- 
ity on behalf of an undertaking which 
would, I think, recommend itselt 
to them were they better acquainted with 
the necessity of it? I speak of the fund 
for the eatablishment of district nurses in 
the poorest parts of [roland, which has 
been in existence for nearly a year. 

In many parts of Ireland, especially 
those known as the ‘“‘Congested Districts,” 
ao provision is made for nursing'the sick 
poor in their own homes. The popul:tion 
is purely agricultural and acutely poverty- 
stricken, and the boards of guardians in 
these districts cannot supply even the or- 
dinary maternity nurses. The people as- 
sist one another, the poor supporting the 
destitute; but a rate In aid of the nursing 
fund cannot be levied in these districts, 
for that would merely be taxing the a'!- 
ready over-burdened population in one di- 
rection to benefit them in another. More- 
over, as there are seldom any resident 
gentry or well-to-do inhabitants. of the 
middle classes, it is equally impossible to 
vbtain voluntary. contributions from local 
sources. During the past year sufficient 
money has been collected to estabiish and 
endow eight Jubilee nurses. Four of these 
have been at work some little time, . four 
more will be so shortly. But applications 
froin districts equally poor and necessitous 
are coming in constantly, and, unless the 
receives further agsistance, the an- 
sent to such applicants must 


Knocknalower, in a western union which 
I have recently visited. In this bleak moor- 
land district of 70,000 acres there is scarce- 
ly a dwelling of any kind except the 
wretched cabins of the 5000 smal! land- 
holders, and ‘so utterly poverty-stricken 
is the place that it is difficult to find a 
dottor who will remain, no less than ten 
appointed having resigned during the past 
five years. In this district, the valuation 
is only 12 shillings 2 pence, while the rates 
amount to 5 shillings 10 pence on hovusuos, 
and 2 shillings 9 pence on lands, It will, 
therefore, be seen that it would not be 
practicable to provide a nurse at the ex- 
pense of the rates. In many parts of the 
district the people have to journey a whole 
day across the bog to obtain medica] re- 
lief. They have also had to be kept alive, 
by special rellef works on eight occasions 
in the past years.

Explaining his rolling balloon, Mr. Nis 
sen said: t has a shaft running through 
it longitudinally, to which is a weight at- 
tached in such a manmer that it may be 
shifted from side to side.

however, the balloon inclines toward the 
same end. and rolls to the right or left, 
as the case may be. 

“It can be kept under perfect control and 
guide just like a boat, except that it can- 
not tack or go against the wind. It has 
been rolled over a tenpenny nail without 
resulting In a puncture. 

“For the larger balloon for the .trip it 
might be practiceble to run a shaft through 
from end to end, but a shorter shaft can 
be used, sus nded in the middle, say 2 
feet lon When the balloon is deflated 
this shaft rests on the ground, and the 
basket or boat. can be easily attached, 
As the inflation progresses the boat will 
be lifted to the center. The shaft can be 
attacked before the balloon ts inflated 
with gas. It wiil not interfere with the 
power to ascend and the spokes or suspen- 
sion lines may act in lieu of the ordinary 


balloon netting. 

“When the balloon ts flying in the air 
the boat will be used for a balloon car. 
When the balloon is rolling the boat is 
suspended in the center. Such a balloon 
will roll not only over very uneven ground, 
ut also over water, as I expect to demon- 
strate on the lake soon.

Ship Torpedoed. 


Admiral Yeszen sent into the bay two tor- 
pedo boats, commanded by Lieutenants 
Poehl and Maximoff. As they ran in 
towards the shore, they found the Japanese 
trading steamer Goyo-Maru at anchor, with 
a crew of about 20 men on board. The lat- 
ter were ordered ashore. Lieut. Maximoff 
boarded the Goyo-Maru, took possession of 
her papers and flag and then sent her to 
the bottom with a torpedo. The torpedo 
boats forthwith rejoined the squadron after 
four hours’ absence. 

There was no sign of troops ashore and 
the bay was empfy; but it was learned 
that four Japanese torpedo boat destroyers 
had put out to sea at dawn, April 25. 

The Russian squadron returned to 
Viadivostok and late, during the night of 
Apry 26, started on another expédition. At 
6,in the evening pf April 27, when 300 miles 
out, the squadron sighted a Japanese 
steamer with war stores on board. Her 
crew, consisting of 15 Coreans and 12 Jap- 
anese, were placed in safety and the 
steamer was sunk by a pyroxylii cart-

On board the transport were four Hotch- 
kiss guns of 47 millimetres. At the outset, 
it looked as if no one was left on board, 
but, on examination, it was found that the 
cabin was locked and barred. Therein the 
Russians found six infantry officers. who 
surrendered without resistance and were 
taken on board the Rrick. In another 
part of the ship, 130 infantrymen, who re- 
fused to surrender, were found. Admiral 
Yeszen, whose vessel was about 1600 yards 
away, ordered his mento leave the trans- 
port, 
fire and wounded a Russian coxswain. Af- 
terwards the transport was sent to the 
bottom by means of a mechanical mine 
and a few shelis. 

The Japanese on board did not cease fir- 
ing and made no attempt to save them- 
selves, although they had a launch in 
which they could have left the transport. 
The fire of the Japanese actually con- 
tinued until the waves closed. over the 
ship.

Morgan, Working for Practically 
Nothing, Protects American Finan- 
cial Interests From Strain. | 


PARIS, April 29.—The final detaff@yef the | 
financial operations involved in the 
Panama payment are almost conoluded, the 
expectation being that an agreement will 
be reached today or tomorrow. 

J. Pierpont Morgan is personally direct- 
ing the traneaction, and the indications are 
that he and a number of American finan- 
ciers will consumate the transfer of the 
funds. It is @{fr. Morgan's intention to ad- 
mit some of the leading Paris banks to 
share in the transaction, but the carrying 
out of the plan will be essentially in Amer- 
ican hands. 

The. co ent of the Associated 
Press 6aw Mr. Morgan today. While no 
Statement can be attributed to him, the 
correspondent is enabled to indicate from 
this and other sources the main features 
of the payment, as follows: 

The transfer of $40,000,000 from the United 
States to Europe will be madé so aa not to 
disarrange the money market of either 
country. For this purpose the total will be 
divided into a number of smaller amounts, 
leaving America at intervals and thus not 
rect a strain at any one time. More- 
over, it is pointed out, as the bulk of the 
payment comes from the treasury without 
its drawing on the banks there will be no 
undue strain on the banks. 

The depository of the money here will be 
the Banque de nee, but until the money 
is actuaMy deposited in the Banque de 
France it will remain the property of the 
United States. The final payment to the 
company will thus be made in Paris in- 
stead of the United States. This is one of 
the most important details of the plan, as 
jt will prevént the possible efforts of claim- 
ants to tle up a portion of the amount 
after it passes out of, the hands of the 
United States and before it passes into the 
hands of the coOmpany. 

The retention of the ownership of the 
$40,000,000 until it fs actually turned over 
to the se de France will obviate the 
chance, of litigation in regard to the com- 
pany’s right to the money. The interests 
of the United States are also completely 
safeguarded. 

It is eaid that the banking transaction 
involves little or no profit to Mr. Morgan, 
he emer bap > hy largely because his ex- 
change facilit permit him to serve the 

vernment advantageously. It is also un- 

rstood that whatever cost is involved, the 
amount will not come from the United 


States.

Three boats which floated free from the 
wreckage were the means of saving 45 
soldiers and nine of the Kinshiu-Maru's 
passengers and crew. Two captains and 
three lieutenants were among the soldiers 
drowned.

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SECRETARY SHAW 
BLAMES CUMMINGS 


Former Iowa Governor Says Disclo- 
sures Are Unfair and Are to 
Further Political Quarrel. 


| WASHINGTON, April 29.—Secretary Shaw 
said today that the story telegraphed from 
Des. Moines concerning the parole which 
he issued to Frank Shercleffe in 1900 when 
he was Governor of Iowa is another at- 
tempt. to make political capital out of an 
incident that had long been closed. He 
attributed the etory in its latest form to 
Governor Cummings,. who ts his bitter ene- 
my. Mr. Shaw gave the following history 
of the Sherecliffe case:
